Results of a three-year study conducted by the 
Lower Bucks County Joint Municipal Authority 
reveal that Levittown’s fluoridated water is do­ 
ing the job it is supposed to do: reduce cavities. 


The figures, here made public for the first 
time, show that, of the grade school children 
studied, 19.2 per cent of the fluoride water drink­ 


ers developed no cavities. The percentage for 
the non-users was 8.7. 


Among Tup. Children 


The study was conducted among Bristol Town­ 
ship youngsters and begun in 1960, two years af­ 
ter fluoride was added to the authority’s water. 
The authority selected two groups of children 
entering first grade. 
Group A was composed of 693 pupils who 


drank fluoridated water at home and in school. 
They were selected from the following Levit­ 
town schools: Ralph Emerson, Jam es Buchan­ 
an, George Washington, Abraham Lincoln, Clara 
Barton, John Fitch and Thomas Jefferson. 


Group B was comprised of 305 Bristol Town­ 
ship children who live outside the area served 
by the authority. They came from Lafayette, 
George Clymer, Mary Dev ine and Maple Shade 
Elementary Schools. 


At the end of each school year, the participat­ 
ing schools sent in results of their examinations. 
The latest figures are as of June, 1963. 


Benjamin Feldman, assistant managing engi­ 
neer for the authority, cautioned that these fig­ 
ures are not the final word. 


The most accurate figures are those dealing 
with children who have been getting fluoridated

last Jan. 3. 
Victor J. Liechty, an account­ 
ant, and Joseph J. Clark, an of­ 
ficer of the association, both 
identified Gilbert as one of the 
bandits who staged the holdup. 
An accomplice was killed during 
the get-away.
